5—“ Smear’ all who oppose this pro- 
gram.” 


“SPENDING LEGISLATION” will be en- 
couraged by the Reds, because the more we 
spend the more we tax and the more we are 
taxed the nearer private enterprise appro- 
aches, bankruptcy.
